Answer to Jack's question 


For an applicant to be elected to membership in 
NCCC, 90% of the members present must vote "aye" 
But we may have a problem here that would require 
a ruling by Mr. Robert ("Rules") Vallio, W6RGG.

Momentum is building as we look ahead to the Fall 
and the NCCC's No. 1 goal: win the CQ World 
Wide contest. Now's the time to fix those anten- 
nas, buy that new radio, mark the calendar, and 
turn in those travel awards for your free airline 
tickets to your favorite DXpedition. 

Packet DX spotting will play a major role in this 
year's competition. We intend to reward those 
stations who make the most points for the club. The 
best way to make points, short of going on a 
DXpedition, is to have a DX packet spotting 
terminal right next to your operating position. All 
you need is a 2 meter rig, a Personal Computer, 
and a TNC (which is like a radio modem). Many 
of us already have the first two items. The third 
item is both inexpensive and widely available. I 
strongly encourage anyone not already on packet 
to stop by HRO, or a friend's station, for a 
demonstration. This is the greatest revolution in 
DXing, and Northern California has the world's 
best spotting network. Let's all be packet-ready 
come this Fall. 

Over the next few months, we hope to contact 
every NCCC member by telephone. We need every 
available NCCC member on the air in the CQ 
World Wide contest. We also need more 
members! Over the years, some of our old friends 
have dropped out of the NCCC for one reason or 
another. They may not be aware of our plans for 
the CQ WW. If we just contact them personally, 
explain our challenge, and invite them to rejoin, 
chances are very good that they will! Call that 
friend, and invite him or her to the next NCCC 
meeting. It will be nice to see some of the old guard 
back at a meeting. 

We also need new faces. Perhaps there are 
several NCDXC members who would like to help 
the NCCC in the CQ WW, since the NCCC will be 
helping the NCDXC in the 1991 ARRL DX contest.

The revolution in contesting 


Did you see the cover of the July QST? That's right, 
K1EA's contest software is on the cover, and there's 
a major article about it inside! 

I must admit, I was a skeptic. I thought the 
keyboard would slow me down. Now, after using 
the K1EA and KSCC software in both the WPX and 
Field Day contests, I'm convinced that realtime 
computer logging is the only way to go. 

Sure, it's a little awkward at first, but you 
quickly get used to it. It sure is a lot easier than 
keeping a dupe sheet! The post contest paperwork is 
asnap. Both programs will print QSL labels. 

I am most impressed by these programs from 
K1EA and K8CC. The software is really first rate. 
I say that as a computer programmer who's been 
writing contest software since 1982. K1EA even 
has provisions for multioperator stations, where 
each station is chained to the other via a serial port. 
Each terminal maintains a separate copy of the 
entire log, so information on needed multipliers is 
available to each. The "node" in the chain can be 
connected to a packet terminal, and all the 
computers will see the packet spots. This is going 
to change the way multi-multis compete. 

The K1EA software ("CT") supports the CQ 
WW, WPX, WAE, and ARRL DX contests. Order 
by sending $25, payable to YCCC, to:
